1. The purpose of this menorandum is to record the understandings re:ached 
representatives of the Department of Defense, Bureau of the Budget, and the Centj’al 
Intelligence Agency relative to the above subject. 

2. The Central Intelligence Agency vrill budget for and reimburse thr Depa-irient 

of Defense for: ^ 


All military personnel formally assigned, to the Agency for a nor- 
mal tour of duty under the Central Intelligence Agency's administrative 
command and control, and 


b. The services of those military personnel vho are detailed in con- 
tinuing and substantially full-time support of operational requirements of 
the Central Intelligence Agency but vho, for reasons of efficiency, are 
not under the command of the Central Intelligence Agency but remain under 
the command control of the military commander concerned, llllitary 
personnel so detailed shall be considered to be "detailed for duty vfith" the 
Centr^ InteU.igence Agency ^rithln the meaning of i 1(69)(B), KeloK-O. 
and 1 (i64)(b) of PL 85-861 (lO U.S.C. § 3230, 54l6, 8230 ). 

The Central Intelligence Agency vriJJL include in its budget, under on apprqiiriate 
heading, military personnel not under CIA command and control vho, as such, are not 
reflected as part of its regular personnel strength. This reimbursement >r:il cormmce 
on 1 July i 960 and ^mll be effected as foUovs: nee 


(1) OFFICERS 


The amount will be computed on the basis of an average 
salary by grade applied to those officers assigned to or detailed in 
support of the Central' Intelligence Agency. 
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(2) EPLISTED 

Tlie amount t/ill be computed on the basis of an avera^^e 
salary applied to the total number assigned to or detailed in support 
of the Central Intelligence Agency. 

3. In the event of a situation wherein substantial numbers of nil-iteer/ personnel 
are required by the Central Intelligence Agency as a temporary e^edlent (less than 
six months), it is agreed that these personnel irfll be made available without 
reimbursement for salary.
